BRIEF HISTORY OF THE WAXAHACHIE NURSERY COMPANY 


In past years, there has been much confusion among our customers and other parties receiving our cata- 
logs. Many have confused us with other nurseries operating from Waxahachie, Texas, and elsewhere. We have 
compiled this little history of our business to clarify any remaining doubts in the minds of our customers and 
friends. We operate under only one name, Waxahachie Nursery Company, and have no connections with, 
nor interest in, any other nurseries anywhere. : ve 


The Waxahachie Nursery Company was established in Waxahachie, Texas, in 1898 by the late Mr. J. R. 
Mayhew and was managed continuously by him until his death in September of 1926. During these years Mr. 
Mayhew built one of the leading nurseries of the Southwest and the reputation that he built for the business 
has long been and will continue to be a challenge to his successors. In 1927 this business was purchased by 
the late Mr. R. H. Freeman, Sr., and was under his management until his death in September of 1940. In 
1933 the Waxahachie Nursery Company began to specialize more and more in quality field-grown rose bushes 
and since the world’s finest roses are grown in the sandy soils around Tyler, Texas, all of the business ex- 
cept the general office was moved to Tyler, Texas. Since that time we have operated from Waxahachie, 
Texas, but have done all the growing and shipping from Tyler, Texas. In September of 1940, Mr. R. H. Free- 
man, Jr., assumed management of this business and continued until March of 1944 when he entered the armed 
forces, and after a brief period of training was shipped overseas and joined the 75th Infantry Division with 
which he served as a combat rifleman until the close of the war. This two-year period from March of 1944 
until April of 1946 was the only time in the history of this business that it was closed for any reason. Im- 
mediately upon his return from the service in April of 1946, Mr. Freeman re-opened the business and con- 
tinued to operate as usual until the present time. 


With the changing of times, a business as well as an individual must change with the times, and for this 
reason we have moved our general office to Tyler, Texas, so that we may,, give our customers faster, more 
efficient service in filling their orders and supplying their plant needs. The business will continue to operate 
as usual and all mail should be addressed to our Tyler address.

(2) Avoid buying “cheap roses.”

(3) Cut rose bushes back to 9 inches when planting. 

(4) Do not mix any fertilizer with the soil. 

(5) Mound dirt upon bushes when planting; let 
stay about five days, and remove dirt, | 

(6) Buy those roses known as Monthly Blooming, or 
Everblooming for Southern planting. 


You will only be 


(7) Put fertilizer on top of ground in late Winter 
(well decayed cowlot fertilizer is the best). 
(8) Keep roses well watered, not sprinkled. 
(9) Spray with sulphur to keep down black spot; 
and spray with Black Leaf 40 to keep down green 
ice. 


If you will follow these directions you can grow 
good roses, with long strong stems.

1. Provide acid soil, use plenty of leaf mold (Oak leaves most desirable), pond muck or peat moss. 


2. Lime or alkaline soil is poisonous; remove such soil to depth of two feet and fill in with acid soil, about 
one-third each leaf mold, good loam and peat moss. To this, add one four-inch pot of Aluminum Sulphate 


to wheelbarrow of soil. 
3. Keep well watered always; spray foliage often. 


4. Provide good drainage; fill in bottom of bed 10 inches with crushed brick, steel shavings, scrap iron, old 


bones, etc. 


5. Fertilize lightly, or not at all, using Vigoro or wel] decayed cow lot fertilizer in small amounts. 


HARDY JAPANESE AZALEAS 


All of the Hardy Japanese Azaleas listed below are 
hardy, and all evergreen except for a few which lose 
their leaves in the New England States. They are 
fairly fast growers, reaching an ultimate height of 10 
to 12 feet and hardy to New Jersey.

Here in the South and Southwest, where the sun does get hot, shade trees are a necessity. If best re- 
sults are to be had in the planting of shade trees, consideration must be given to the selection of the tree as 
well as the planting and care of same thereafter. The trees we list below are native over a large area, and 
if planted carefully and given proper cultivation will succeed almost universally over the Southwest. While 
deep rich soil is best for all shade trees, some varieties should not be planted except on such soil. 


DECIDUOUS AND SHADE TREES
